There exist in the roster as submitted five vacancies in 
the grade of first Lieutenant for the Medical ervice which will 
be filled with medical reserve officers at present on extended 
t -ur of active duty as soon as sufficient reports regarding 
thoir efficiency will bo. available . 

The line officers of the Reserve Force who are rec emended 
for absorption into the Regular Three should be offered coraiia- 
cion as indicated in the attached list. A ‘hsir absorption into 
the regular force will be contingent upon their successful pas- 
sage of the usual physical examination. All of these officers 
are now on active duty, and, with the exception of Captain Ale- 
jandro ~ielc or, axe either "orzrer reserve officers of the United 
States Array or graduates of the first Reserve Officers Service 
rchool ut Baguio, ‘i'hey have been trained With the American Array 
cad have been on active duty since October, 1936. in view of 
the;- > facts,, it is believed that the professional examination 
proscribed can be waived. In lieu of this professional ex* flna- 
tion, the officers have been classified according to their effi- 
ciency reports end service records on file in the office of the 
djutant General. 

Captain lelchor is professor of Mathematic s at the Military 
Academy, end as such he is not on the regular faniority list of 
officers, but listed separately similarly to the Conductor of 
the Philip ina Army Band.
